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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner has considered the arguments filed on 
09/01/2010, but has not found the arguments persuasive. 

Applicant has argued that Grant fails to disclose element 112 as a "rim" that extends inwardly from element 1 04. However, Figure 9 of 
Grant illustrates element 112 radially inward of element 104, and element 1 12 includes portions 1 13 which further extend radially inwardly 
as shown in figure 33. With regards to the term "rim", Examiner has found such a phrase to structurally define an edge of an element. In 
this case, element 1 12 is found to include such structure. Examiner maintains the same assessment of Balazs regarding the radially inward 
extension of a rim, as shown in figures 2a and 2b provided by Applicant on page 12 of the remarks filed on 09/01/2010, as well as that of 
Toledano. 
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
